3. Applicant references in the Specification Amendments section of the amendment filed March 1 1, 2005 the paragraphs of the 
specification as originally filed by a number designated for them within the body of Specification Amendments section. Because the 
paragraphs of the specification as originally filed were not numbered, the paragraphs of the specification being amended should be 
designated by the page(s) and line number(s) of the specification as originally filed. For example, applicant appears to be amending 
in one instance the paragraph beginning on page 6, line 17 and ending on page 7, line 7. 

Applicant should have directed that the paragraph beginning on page 6, line 17 and ending on page 7, line 7 be replaced. 

4. The paragraphs of the specification can be given a number by filing a substitute specification. The paragraph number should 
be in brackets and begin as follows: [0001]. 

5. The remarks in the Claim Amendments section appearing on pages 14-17 of the amendment filed March 1 1, 2005 should 
have appeared in the Remarks section of the Amendment. The Claim Amendment section should only contain the claims and their 
current status.
